Chartres, France 
July 21, 1918 
Dear Mother and Dad: 
I suppose you wonder where your last 
weeks letter is; but 1 didn't write it 
I was waiting to collect enough news 
to write about,. and now I could put it 
ali In one sentence but. will try to, make 
a sentence out of it. We got paid the 
17th; I got a sargeants warrant yester- 
day, dated July 1. The Hth of July 
we took part in the celebration of the 
day, which I suppose you have beard. 
The 14th to the "French is the same as 
the 4th is to us and the'French celebra- 
ted with ub so we celebrated with them. 
Cur company which is the only Amer- 
ican company in this town was in. the 
parade, then we' saw the French Colo^ 
nel giye medals to several wounded 
soldiers and to one Red CrosB nurse. 
The Major of our battalion was present 
and he complimented us very highly for 
our stunt. In the afternoon we had 
several boxing matches between some 
of our fellows and the Frenchmen, so 
you see the day was pretty well taken j 
up, and no time to write. Received 
your much ..welcomed box Friday. ;.' It 
was in good condition and It sure was 
packed. I donft believe It was touched 
after you sent it. Hope I will be able 
to repay you some day. I' think' I have 
enough tobacco to laBt me for some 
time and ;the cigarettes ' are the beBt 
I've had in some time. I suppos^ you 
think I havejanother bad habit, but a 
cigarette now and then isn't as bad as 
a pipe. The scrap chewing tastes like 

candy. 

You mentioned strawberries in your 
last '''latter.' ' We had shortcake once 
but it was nptlike mother used to make. 
We have not been getting quite as good' 
grub lately. Our old head cook who 
used to cook for Wiegman's in % Chicago 
got drunk and started to cut up- and 
was put' in the guard house,. ,We all 
hope he will get on" the job again. 

Well mother a trip across the pond 
looks promising about Christmas. They 
have the Dutchmen on the run and are 
giving them hell. We used to hear the 
big guns prettv plain, but can scarcely 
hear them. now even when : the wind is 
in bur favor.' It has rained quite a bit 
lately; but it dries quickly. I. took a 
trip.ih the air the other day with a 
French private. There seems to be 
plenty of grain about hero and it looks 
ripe from a half mile high. , There is 
riot much moie sensation than in writ- 
ing: We go up now to cool oiF on a hot 
day. Well I am running out of dope, 
ad will close, hoping this findB you all 
well. Love to all..

'Present Sugar Shortage 

Is Explained 

One- of the. most absorbing topics of 
the day is the sugar shortage that we 
are at present' facing. In order that 
all may understand the exact situation 
we make the following explanation. 

We have three storeB here in Antioch 
that carry sugar, whose contracts to 
date call for the furnishing of sugar to 
over 4200 persons. In order to secure 
each months supply these stores must 
have certificates issued by the Chicago 
office of the Food Administration, but 
the trouble is that the local merchants^ 
have so far been unable to secure their 
entire August supply of certificates and . 
what they did get is about • .exhausted. 
The local Food Administrator J. H. 
McVey took the matter up with the 
Chicago office Wednesday, and their 
reply was that no matter what the sit- 
uation is here in Antioch we would sim- 
ply have to put up with it. That they 
wers getting the certificates out as 
fast as possible', but would make no 
promises. 

The Administration has the power to 
issue canning certificates not to exceed 
ten pounds, when it is to be used for 
the canning and preserving of food, 
and the local Food Administrator states 
that he will still continue to sign the 
canning allowance slips, where the ap- 
plication iB, in his opinion justified, but 
that these are only subject to the sup-- 
plyr In other words if the merchant: 
hssn't the sugar the consumer can't 
get it and if the consumer cant get it 
he will have to do without it, that all., 
and furthermore the situation can't be 
changed it will have to work itself out 
in the course of time and meanwhile 
we must have patience and use syrup.

I found 
a sheltered clump of bushes that were 
In a swamp near the canal and In the 
driest part that I could find I crawled 
In and made myself as comfortable 
us possible. The sun come up «.wn 
and kept me warm, and I plnnned to 
camp right there, food or no food, 
until the Hun got tired of searching 
lor me. I think I heard them once 
or twice that day, and my heart nearly 
stopped on each occasion, but evi- 
dently they decided to look in some 
other direction anQ I was not, further 
molested. 

At the same time I' figured that It 
was absolutely necessary for me to 
change my course, even at the ex- 
pense of going somewhat out of my 
way. I decided to go due west and 
I kept In that direction for four days. 

As I was in a very weak condition, 
I did not cover more than five miles a 
night. I kept away from the roads 
and did all my journeying through 
fields, beet patches, woods, swamps — 
anywhere provided I was not likely 
to be seen nnd captured. Food was 
an Important consideration to me, but 
It was secondary to concealment. 

At last I brought up at the Mouse 
river at n place between Nnmur and 
Huy, and It was here that I came near- 
est of all to giving up the struggle. 

The Mouse nt this point is about 
half a mile wide — as wide as the Hud- 
son River at West Point. Had I been 
In normal condition I wouldn't have 
hesitated a moment to swim across. 
San Diego bay, California, is a mile 
and a half wide, and I had often swam 
across and. back, and the San Jaoquln, 
which is also a mile and a half wide, 
had never proven an obstacle to me. 

In the wretched shape In which I 
then was, however, the Mouse looked 
like the Atlantic ocean to ,me. I 
looked for a boat, but could find none. 
I tried to get a piece of wood upon 
which I imped to ferry across, but I 
was equally unsuccessful. ^ 

Get across I ' must,* and- 1 decided 
there was nothing to do but to swim. 

It was then about 3 o'clock In the 
morning. I waded In and was soon 
In beyond ray depth and had to swim. 
After about an hour of It 1 wns very 
much exhnusled, nnd I doubted 
whether I could make the opposite 
bank, although It was not more than 
•thirty or forty feet away. I choked

and gasped, and my arms and legs 
were completely fogged out. I snnk a 
llttlo and tried to touch bottom with 
my feet, but the. water was still be- 
yopd my depth; 

There are times when everyone will 
pray, and I wns no exception. I 
prayed for strength to make those 
few wicked yards, and 1 then, with all 
the will power I could summon, struck 
out for denr life. It seemed a life- 
time before I finally felt the welcome 



mud of bottom and was able to drag 
myself up to the bank, but I got there. 
The bank was rather high and I was 
shaking so violently that when I took 
hold of the grass to pull myself up, 
the grass shook out of my bauds. I 
could not retain my grip. I was afraid 
I would faint. then and there, but I 
kept pulling and crawling frantically 
up that lnfernnl bank nnd finally 
mnde. It. 

Then for ttia first time In my .'.lie I 
fainted — faluted from utter o^.'aaus- 
tlou. * * 

It was now about 4 o'clock "n the 
.morning and I was entirely unpro- 
tected from observation. If anyone 
had come along I would have been 
found lying there dead to the world. 

Possibly two hours passed before I 
regained consciousness, and then, no 
doubt, only because the rain was 
beating in my face. 

I knew that I had to get away, as 
it was broad daylight. Moreover, 
there was a tow-path right there and 
any minute a boat might come along 
and find me. But- it- was equally 
dangerous for me to attempt to travel 
very far. Fortunately I found some 
shrubbery near by and I hid there all 
day, without food or drink. 

That night S I made a little head- 
way, but when' dny broke I had a 
dreadful fever and was delirious. I 
talked to myself and thereby In- 
creased my chances of capture. ' In 
my lucid Intervals when I realized that 
I had been talking, the thought sent 
a chill through me, because In the 
silent night even the slightest sound 
carries far across the Belgian country. 
I began to fear that another day of 
this would about finish me. 

I have n distinct recollection of a 
ridiculous conversation I carried on 
with an imaginary Pat O'Brien— a 
sort of duplicate of myself. I argued 
with him as I marched drearily along 
and he answered me back In kind, 
and wheu wo dlsngrecd, I called upon 
my one constant friend, the North 
Starv to stand by me. 

"There you are, you old North Star," 
I cried aloud. "You want me to get 
to Holland, don't you? But this Pat 
O'Brien— this Pat Q'Breln who calls 
himself a .soldier — he's got a yellow 
streak — North Star— and he says it 
can't be donel He wants me to quit 
— to lie down here for the Huns to 
find me and take me back to Cour- 
tral — after all you've done, North 
Star? I dorr»t want' to follow hlra— I 
just want to follow you — because you 
— you are taking me. away from the 
Huns and this Pat O'Brien— this fel- 
low who keeps after mo all the time 
and leans on my neck and wants me 
to Ho down — this yellow Pat O'Breln 
wants me to go back to the Uunsl" 

After a spell of foolish chatter like 
that my senses would come back to 
me for a while and I would trudge 
along without a word until the fever 
came on me again. 

I knew that I had to have food be- 
cause I was about on ray last legs. I 
was very much tempted to Ho down 
then and there an1 call it u beat. 
Things seemed to bo getting worse for 
me the farther I went, and all the 
time I had before me the spectre of 
that electric barrier between Belgium 
and Holland, even If I ever reached 
there alive. What was the use of 
further suffering when I would prob- 
ably be captured in the end anyway?, 
Before giving up, however, I decided 
upon one bold move. I would ap- 
proach one of the houses in the vi- 
cinity nnd get food there or die In 
the effort. 

I picked out n small house because 
I figured there would be less likeli- 
hood of soldiers being billeted there. 
Then I wrapped a stone in my khaki 
handkerchief as a sort of camouflaged 
weapon, determined to kill the occu- 
pant of the house, German or Belgian, 
if that step was necessary In order 
to get food. I tried tho well In the 
yard, but It would not work, and then 
I went up to tho door and knocked. 

It was 1 o'clock in tho morning. An 
old lady came to the window and 
looked out She could not 'Imagine 
what I was, probably, because I was 
still attired in that old overcoat. She 
gave a cry and her husband and a 
boy came to the door. 



They could not spenk English and I 
could not speak Flemish, but I pointed 
to my flying coat and then to the sky 
nnd sold "Flegcr" (flier),, which I 
thought would tell. them what- 1 was. 
Whether, they understood or were 
Intimidated by the hard-looking ap- 
pearance, I don't know, but ccrtnlnly 
It would have to be a brave old man 
and boy who would start an argument 
with such a villainous looking char- 
acter as stood before them that night! 
I had not shaved for a month, my 
clothes were wet, torn aqd dirty, my 
leggings were gone — they had gotten 
so heavy I had to discard them — my 
hair was matted and ray cheeks were 
flushed with fever. In my hand I 
carried the rock in 'my handkerchief 
and I made no effort to conceal Its 
presence or Its mission. 
- Anyway, they motioned me Indoors, 
gave me my first hot meal In more 
than a month 1 True, It consisted only 
of warm potatoes. They had been 
previously cooked, but the old woman 
warmed them up In milk In one of the 
dirtiest kettles I had ever seen. I 
asked for bread, but she shook her 
head, although I think It must have 
been for lack of it rather than be- 
cause she begrudged it to me. For 
If ever a man showed he was flmlshed, 
I did that night. I swallowed those 
warm potatoes ravenously nnd I drank 
four glasses of water, one after an- 
other. It wns the best meal I had had 
since the "banquet" in the prison at 
Courtral. 

The woman of the house was prob- 
ably seventy-five years old and had 
evidently worn wooden shoes all her 
life, for she had a callous spot on the 
side of her foot the size of half a dol- 
lar and It looked so hard that I doubt 
whether you could have driven a nail 
Into It with a hammer! 

As I sat there drying myself — for I 
was In no hurrry to leave the first 
human habitation I had entered In 
four weeks — I reflected on my un- 
happy lot and the unknown troubles 
and dangers that lay ahead of me. 
Here, for more than a month, I had 
been leading the life of a hunted 
animal— yes, worse than a hunted 
anlmnl, for nature clothes her less- 
favored creatures more appropriate- 
ly for the life they lead than I was 
clothed for mine — nnd there was not 
tho slightest reason to hope that con- 
ditions would grow any better. 

Perhaps the first warm food I had 
eaten for over a month had released 
unused springs of philosophy In me, 
.as 'food sometimes does for a man. 

I pointed to my torn and water- 
soaked clothes and conveyed to them 
as best I could that I would be grate- 
ful for an old ,sult, but apparently 
they, were too poor to have more than 
they actually needed , themselves, and 
I rose to go. I had aroused them out 
of bed and I knew I ought not to keep 



brought back with me to England and 
It Is s till in my possession. , 

When I escaped from tho train I still 
had the Bavarian. cap* of bright red in 
my pocket nnd wore It for many 
nights, but I took great care that no 
one saw it. It also had proven very 
useful when swimming rivers, for ! I 
carried my map and a few other be-' 
longings in It and I had; fully made 
up my mind to bring It home as a 
souvenir. But the farther. I went 
the heavier my extra clothing became, 
so I*- was compelled to discard even 
the cap; I 'knew that It "would be a 
tell-tale mark if I simply threw It 
away, so one night after swimming n 
river, I dug a hole in the soft mud on 
the bunk nnd burled lty too, with con- 
siderably less ceremony than my fly- 
ing mittens had received perhaps; so 
that was the end of my Bavarian hat 

My experience at the Belgian's 
house whetted my appetite for more 
food and I figured that what had been 
done once 'could be done again.

them up longer than wus absolutely 
necessary. 

As I approached tho door I got a 
glance nt myself In a mirror. I was 
the awfulest sight I had laid eyes on ! 
The glimpse I got of myself startled 
me almost as much as If I had seen a 
dreaded German helmet! My left eye 
wns fairly well healed by this time 
and I was beginning to regain sight 
of It, but my face was so haggard and 
my beard so long and unkempt that 1 
looked like Santa Glaus on a bat! 

As they let me out of the door I 
pointed to the opposite direction to 
the one I Intended taking and started 
off In the direction I had Indicated. 
Later I changed my course completely 
to throw off any possible pursuit. 

The next day I was so worn out from 
exposure and exhaustion that I threw 
away m.v coat, thinking that tho less 
weight I had to carry the better It 
would be for me, but when night came 
I regretted my mistake because tup 
nights were now getting . colder. I 
thought at first It would be better for 
me to retrace my steps and look for 
the coat I had so thoughtlessly dis- 
carded, but I decided to go on with- 
out it. 

I then begnp to discard everything 
that I had In my pocket, finally throw- 
lug my wrist watch into a canal. . A 
wrist-watch does not add much 
weight, but when you plod along and 
have not eaten for a month It finally 
becomes, rather heavy. The next 
thing I discarded was a pair of flying 
mittens. 

These mittens I had gotten at Camp 
Borden, in Canada, nnd had become 
quite famous, as my friends termed 
them "snow shoes." In fact, they 
were a ridiculous pair of mittens, but 
the best pair I ever had and I really 
felt worse when I lost those mittens 
than anything else. I could not think 
of anybody else ever using them; so I 
dug u hole In the mud and burled 
them and could not help but laugh 
at the thought If my friends could see 
me burying my mittens, because they 
were a standing Joke lu Canada, Eug- 
land und France. 

I had on two shirts and as they were 
always both wet and didn't keep me 
warm, it was useless to wear both. 
One of these wns a shirt that I had 
bought. In France, the. other an Amer- 
ican army shirt. They were both 
khaki and one as apt to give ine awny 
as the other, so I discarded the French 



Sooner or. later, I realized I- would 
probably approach a Belgian and And 
n German Instead, but In such n con- 
tingency I was determined to meas- 
ure my strength against the Hun's If 
necessary to effect my escape. 

As It was, however, most of the Bel- 
gians to whom I applied for food gave 
It to me readily enough, nnd If some 
of them refused me It was only be- 
cause they feared I might bo a spy 
or that the Germans would shoot them 
if their action were subsequently 
found out. I 

About the fifth day after I had en- 
tered Belgium I was spending the day 
as usual In a clump of bushes when I 
discerned in the distance what ap- 
peared to be something hanging on a 
line. All day long I strained my eyes 
trying to decide what It could be and 
arguing with myself that It might be 
something that I could add to my In- 
adequate wordrobe, but tho distance 
was so great that I could not identify 
It. I had a great fear that before 
night came It would probably be re- 
moved. 

As soon ns darkness fell, however, I 
crawled out of my hiding place and 
worked up to the line und got a pair 
of overalls for my Industry. The pair 
of overalls was the first bit of clvllr 
Ian clothes I had thus far picked up 
with the exception of a civilian cap 
which I had found at tho prison and 
concealed on my person und which I 
still had. Tho overalls were rather 
small and very short, but when I put 
them on I found that they hung down 
fur enough to cover my breeches. 

It was perhaps throe days later that 
I planned to search another house for 
further clothes. Entering Belgian 
houses nt night Is anything but a safe 
proposition, because their families are 
iarge and sometimes as many as seven 
or eight* sleep In a single room. The 
barn Is usually connected with the 
house proper, and there was always 
the danger of disturbing some dumb 
animal even if the Inmates of the 
house were not aroused. 
. Frequently I took a chance of 
searching a back yard at night In the 
hope of finding food scraps, but my 
success in that direction was so slight 
that I soon decided that it wasn't 
worth the risk and I continued to 
live on raw , vegetables that I" could 
pick with safety In the fields and the 
occasional meal that I was able to^gct 
from the -Belgian peasants' In the day- 
time. 

Nevertheless I was determined to 
get more In the way of clothing, and 
when night enme I picked out a house 
that looked as though it might furnish 
me with what I wanted. "It -was a 
moonlight night nnd If I could get In 
the bnrn I would have a fair. chance of 
finding my wny around by the moon- 
light which would enter the windows. 

Tho barn adjoined the main part of 
the house, but I groped around very 
carefully and soon I touched some- 
thing bunging on a peg. I didn't 
know what It, was, but I confiscated 
It and carried It out into the fields. 
There in the moonlight I examined 
my booty and found that It was aa old 
coat It was too short for an over- 
coat and too long for an ordinary 



It It- had probably been. an overcoat 
for the Belgian who had worn It 

Some days later I got a scarf from 
a Belgian peasant nad with tlds equip- 
ment I was able to conceal my uni- 
form entirely. 

Later on, however, I decided that it 
was too dangerous to keep the uniform 
on anyway and when night came I 
dug a hole and buried it. 

I -never, realized until' I had to part 
with It Just how much I thought of 
that uniform. It had been with me 
through hard trials and I feltMis lf'I 
were . abandoning a friend when I 
ported with It. I was tempted to keep 
the wings off the -tunic, but thought 
that 'would be a dangerous concession 
to sentiment In the event that I was 
.ever captured. It was the only dis- 
tinction I had left ns I had given 
the Boyal Flying Corps badges und 
the stars of my rank to the. German 
flying officers ns souvenirs, -but. I felt 
that It wns safer to discard it. As 
It finally turned out, through all my 
subsequent experiences, iny escape 
would never hnve been Jeopardized 
had I kept my uniform but, of course, 
I had' no Idea what was In store for 
me. 

There was one thing which surprised 
me very much us I Journeyed through 
Belgium and that wns tho scnrclty of 
dogs. Apparently most of them had 
been taken by the Germnns and what 
are left are beasts of burden who are. 
too tired at night to bark or bother 
Intruders. This was a mighty good 
thing for me, for I would certainly 
have stirred them up . in passing 
through • back-yards as I sometimes 
did when I was making a short cut. 

One night as I came out of a yard 
It was so pitch dark that I could not 
see ten feet ahead of me nnd I wns 
right In the back of a little village, 
although I did not know It I crawled 
along fearing I might come tfl a cross- 
roads at .which there would lu all 
probability be a German sentry. 

My precaution served me In good 
stead for had I come out In the main 
street of the village and within twenty 
feet of me, sitting on some bricks 
where they were building n little store, 
I could sec the dim outline of a Ger- 
man, spiked helmet! 

I could not cross the street nnd the 
only thing to do was to back track. 
It meant ranking a long detour and 
losing two hours of precious time und 
effort, but there was no help for It, 
so I plodded wearily back, cursing 
the Huns at every step. 

The next night while crossing sorne 
fields I came to a road. It was one of 
the main roads of Belgium and was 
paved with cobble stones. On these 
roads you can hear a wagon or horse 
about a mile or two away. I listened. 
Intently before I moved ahead and 
-hearing nothing concluded that the 
way was clear. 

As I emerged from the .field and got 
my first glimpse of the rond, I got the 
shock of my life! In either direction, 
as far as I could see, the road was 
lined with German soldiers! What 
they were doing in that part of Bel- 
glum I did not know, but you can be 
mighty sure I didn't spend any time 
trying to find out 

Again It wns necessary to chango 
my course und lose u certain amount 
of ground, but by this time I had be- 
come fairly well reconciled to these 
reverses and they did not .'depress me 
ns much ns they did ut first. ' 

At this period of ray odvehttiref If a 
day or night passed without its thrill 
I begun to feel almost dlappolnted, 
but such disappointments were 
rather rare. 

One evening ns I was about to swim 
a canal about two hundred feet wide, 
I suddenly noticed about one hundred 
yards away a canal boat moored to 
the side. 

It was at a sort of out-of-the-way 
place and I wondered what the canal 
boat had stopped for. I crawled up 
to sec. As I neared the boat five men 
were leaving* it and I noticed them 
cross over Into tho fields. At a safe 
distance I followed them and they had 
not gone very far before I saw what 
they were after. They were commit- 
ting the common but heinous crime of 
stealing potatoes! 

Without tho means to cook them, 
potatoes didn't Interest mo n bit. and 
I thought that the boat Uself would 
probnbly yield me more than the po- 
tato patch. Knowing the. canal-hands 
would probnbly take their time In the 
fields, I climbed up the stern of the 
boat leisurely and without any. partic- 
ular plans to conceal myself, just as 
my head appeared, above the stern of 
the boat /I saw silhouetted against 
the sky, tho dread outllae of a Ger- 
man soldier— spiked helmet and all! 
A' chill ran down my spine as 1 
dropped to the bank of the canal and 
slunk away. Evidently the sentry had 
hot seen me or, If he had, ho had prob- 
ably figured that' I was one of tho 
foraging party,' but I realized that It 
wouldn't pay In future to take any- 
thing for grunted. 



small ditches. They intercepted, mo : 
at every half mile or so, sometimes 
more frequently. The canals and the 
big rivers I coutd swim. Of course, I 
•got soaked to the skin every .-time, I 
did it, but I was becoming hardened 
to that. 

These llttlo, ditches, however, were 
too narrow to. swim, nnd too wide to- 
jump; They had perhaps two feet of 
water In them and three feet of mud, 
and.lt was almost Invariably a case of 
wndlng through. Some of them, no 
doubt, I could have jumped If I hud 
been in decent shape, but with a. bad 
ankle and la the "weakened condition 
in which I was, it was almost out of 
the question. i - 

One night I came to a ditch about 
eight or 'nine feet wide. I thought I 
wns strong enough to jump it and it 
was worth trying as the discomfort ,1 " 
suffered nfter wudlng these ditches- 
was considerable. Taking. a long run„ 
I Jumped as hard as I could, but I 
missed it by four or five Inches and 
landed In nbout two feet of water and' 
three of mud. ^.Getting out of. that 
mess was quite "a job. The water was? ) 
too dirty arid too scanty to enable me-, J 
to wash, off tho mud with which I was 
covered and it Was too wet to scrape 
off. 'I just had to wait uutll it dried 
and scrape It off then. • 

In many sections of Belgium through- 
which I had to pass I encountered 
large areas of swamp and marshy,^ 
ground nnd rather than waste the' 
time Involved in looking for better 
undcrfootlng — which I might not have- 
found anyway — I used to pole right 
through the mud. Apart from the 
discomfort of this method of . travel- 
ing and the slow time I made, there- 
was an added danger to me In the fact 
that the "squash, squash" noise which' 
I made might easily be overheard by 
Belgians nnd Germans and give my 
position away. Nobody would cross- 
a swamp or marsh tri that part of the 
country unless he was trying to £.Mt 
away from somebody, and I rcallz-il 
my danger but could not get around it 
It was a common sight In Belgium 
to see a small donkey and a eoiumyn* 
ordinary milch cow hitched togeth f r„ 
pulling a wagon. When I first ob- 
served the unusual combination, I 
thought it was ft «1onkey and ox or 
bull, but closer ln*n«cctlon revealed to 
me that cows wem oelng used for the 
purpose. 

From that I v»u» able to observe 
there must be ver* v r ew horses left In 
Belgium except tUose owned by the 
Germans. Cows u«.«i donkeys are now 
horses and mules. *»ltogether I spent 
nearly eight weokh wandering, through 
Belgium, and In a;) that tlmei'aon'.t. 
believe I saw mort* than half a dozen 
horses In the possession of the native 
population. 

One of the scarcest things In Ger-* 
many, apparently, V* rubber, for I 
noticed that their muior trucks, or lor- 
ries, unlike our ow% had no rubber 
tires. Instead licnv*? tfon bands were 
employed. I . could Hear them come 
rumbling along the «Jirone roads for 
miles before they i?-"Hched the spot 
whero I happened if? be lu hlldlng.- 
When I saw these ir?lUtnry roads in 
Belgium for the first Ume, with their 
heavy cobblestones tPnt looked ns If 
they would lust for centuries, I real- 
ized nt once why It wir« Unit the Ger- 
mans' had been able fn make such a 
rapid advance Inta iVrfglum nt the 
start of the war. 

I noticed that th* Belgians used 
dogs to n considerable extent to pull 
their carts, and I thought many times 
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shirt; Tho American army shirt I coat, but nevertheless , I made use of

WIPE OUT SALIENT 



Yanks Capture Prisoners and 

Inflict Losses on- Foe Near 

German Border. 



ALLIED ARMIES WIN MORE 
GROUND ON THREE FRONTS 



French Reach Outskirts of Lasslgny 
and Capture 2,200 Prisoners— British 
; Advance of 10,000-Yard Front. and 
j Enter Town of Mervllle— Foch'a 
. Forces Fight Way Into Railway Sta- 
tion at Roye— Village of Le Hamel 
and Carlepont Heights Won by 
Petaln. 



With the American Army In Lor- 
raine, Au g v 10.— American troops mode 
a further advance at Frupelle, despite 
a total of 2,000 shells dropped by the 
enemy on the village and a raid by 45 
Germans, which was repulsed by the 
American artillery ami automatic 
rllle lire. In the Woevre district an 
American patrol had a lively engage- 
ment. One American, wounded In nine 
places, heroically carried n wounded 
comrade to safety. 

Yanks Win Town of Frapelle. 

The Americans captured the village 
of Frapelle ami eradicated a consider- 
able German salient In the allied Hues. 

Prisoners were taken by the Ameri- 
cans and the Germans evidently suf- 
fered heavy casualties In killed and 

wounded. 

This sector has been regarded as a 
quiet one, and tbe action began merely 
ns a raid Into the enemy's positions. 
The raid was preceded by a straight 
bombardment for a few minutes, fol- 
lowed' by a box barrage that penned 
the Germans off from escape. 

Americans Hold Trenches. 
When the Americans went over the 
top to attack nt 4:30 o'clock they suc- 
ceeded lu sweeping all enemy resist- 
ance before them and the raid became 
an organized attack. The Germans re- 
plied heavily to the American artillery 
lire and they also shelled the entire 
neighborhood throughout the day. 

The enemy lire, which Included a 
barrage, was Ineffective. The Ameri- 
cans have occupied the former Ger- 
man trenches and consolidated against 
counter-attacks. 

[Frapelle Is about three miles from 
the German border.] 

French Take 2,200 Huns. 
Paris, Aug. 20.— The French troops 
north of the Olse river have reached 
the western outskirts of Lasslgny, ac- 
cording to the olllclal communication. 
They also have made their way >ut 
of the Thiescourt wood and further 
smith have captured the village of 
Plmprcz on the Noyon-Complegne 
road. Northwest of ' Solssons the vil- 
lage of Morsnln has been captured 
and 2,200 Germans have been made 
prisoner In this region. 

Sma6h Foe on Three Fronts. 
London, Aug. 20.— Smashing blows 
on three fronts— In Flanders, In Pi car- 
dy and between Itlbecourt and Sols- 
sons, In the south— have thrown the 
Germans hack from half a mile to 
two miles in the last twenty-four 
hours, with a loss of nearly 3,000 
prisoners, according to the British and 
French war olllee statements. 

One late unofficial report declares 
the allies have fought I heir way to 
the. railway station and are practical- 
ly on the outskirts of Lasslgny. 

Up lu Flanders British forces on 
the Lvs salient have ndvanced *>n a 
front of 10,000 yards, entering the 
town o' Mervllle and reaching the 
road running from 1'aradls to Les 
Pur^sbrcques through Mervllle, ac- 
cording' to Field Marshal Ilalg's com- 
munication; 

Northwest of Ohaulnos, south of the 
Somnie, the Germans, In an attack 
over a mile front between Tlerlevllle 
and Llhons, penetrated the P.rltlsh line 
n't two points, but Immediately nfter- 
ward were driven out and the line re- 
stored. 

French Occupy Plateau. 
1 Between the Olse and the Alsne 
French troops attacked over a front 
of nearly ten miles between Carle- 
pont, about four miles east of Itlbe- 
court and Fontenoy, approximately 
six miles west of Solssons. They ad- 
vanced an average distance of one and 
a third miles over the whole front. 

The French have occupied the pla- 
teau west of Nampeel, about seven 
miles southwest of Fontenoy, nnd the 
edge of the ravine south of Audlgnl- 
court, two miles nnd a half east of 
Nampeccl. Nouvron-Vlngre wns cap- 
tured. 

Seventeen hundred prisoners, Includ- 
ing two battalion commanders, were 
taken in this operation. * 

French troops also penetrated Into 
the village of Le Hamel and' have oc- 
cupied I'unprcy. 

Take 2,200 Germans. 
With the French Array In Frnnce, 



Aus% 20!— Tho Tenth French army 
took the heights dominating Carlepont 
plain, to the south of Noyon. They 
also captured the town of Plmprez, In 
the valley of „ the Olse, to the east of 
Itlbecourt. The French took prisoners 
2,200 Germans. 

British Gain oh Four-Mile Line. 
London, Aug. 10.— British troops 
advanced on a four-mile front to a 
depth of nearly one mile* between 
VIeux . Bermiln nnd Balleul, on the 
.Flanders front, capturing the village 
of Outtersteene and several farms; 

Four hundred prisoners were taken. 
Progress was also made by the British 
southwest of Mervllle, In Flanders. 

On the Plcardy front during the day 
British forces advanced between Chilly 
nnd Fransart, while during the night 
they made slight improvements of 
their line south' of Bucquoy, between 
Albert and Arras, In the sector where 
the Germans have been withdrawing 
their lines recently. A hostile raiding 
party was driven off lu this neighbor- 
hood. 

French Continue to Advance. 
Paris, Aug. 30.— The French struck 
suddenly In a new sector on Saturday, 
driving Into the German lines midway 
between the Plcardy and Solssons- 
Reims fronts, the war office announced. 
Enemy positions were carried on k 
front of nearly two miles to a depth 
of more than a mile In the region of 
Autreches, nine miles west and north 

of Solssons. 

Continued progress on both sides of 
the Avre was reported. Capture of 
Camp do Cesar, a mile nnd a half 
northwest of Roye, was confirmed. 
Capture 1,00 Prisoners. 

Canny-sur-Mutz. two miles north- 
west of Lasslgny, also was captured, 
while French troops advanced to the 
outskirts of Beauvraignes, three miles 
southwest of Roye. 

The French have taken 1,000 pris- 
oners north and south of the Avre In 
the last 24 hours. 

British troops made further ad- 
vances near Clmulnes between that 
town and the Somme. They repulsed 
an attack near Scherpenberg and a 
raid at Lucre. 

French Extend Lines. 

London. Aug. 10.— Along the Thies- 
court and Lasslgny* heights the 
French have gained almost complete 
control of this critical ground, and a 
bit to the east have extended their 
lines about a mile or so north and 
east of Itlbecourt. They also have 
gained a footing In the Ourschamps 
forest, which protects Noyon on the 

south. 

' The report from General Hnlg de- 
clared the Canadians have taken two 
villages a short distance northwest of 
Roye, while the British have extended 
their lines southeast of Proynrt. 

Indications of a possible German re- 
tirement on a grand scale perhaps as 
great us the famed Illndenburg with- 
drawal—are contained In various re- 
ports, seml-olllcial nnd otherwise, re- 
ceived here. 

Dlspntches from British headquar- 
ters show that the enemy has fallen 
back to a- consedcrnble depth over the 
six or seven-mile front between Albert 
and Arras. 

British patrols crossed the Ancre at 
Authullle and Aveluy. north of Albert, 
at night and went some distance before 
they were tired upon. 

Albert Is still held strongly by the 
Germans. British patrols on entering 
the town were fired upon from tbe Al- 
bert cathedral. 

Allies Take 34,000 Prisoners. 
Field Marshal Ilalg's report on 
Thursday announced that the British 
and French have taken 34.000 pris- 
oners and C70 guns since the start of 
Marshal Foch's drive In Plcardy. 

Ii Is stated the deadly effectiveness 
of the tanks caused large numbers of 
Germans to surrender, swelling the bag 
of prisoners. 

The proportion of German casual- 
ties to those of the nllles since the 
start of the Plcardy drive is said to 
be greater than at any other period 
of thy war. It is said the total allied 
casualties probably will not be ns largo 
as tr-e number of Germans enptured. 

Henry Bldou, French military, critic, 
estimates the Germnn casualties In 
riit last two nlllcd drives at about 8S0,- 
000 dead and wounded, nad the num- 
ber of prisoners at 70.000. 
Attack Yanks With Gas and Bombs. 
With the American Army on the 
Vesle Front, Aug. 17.— The Germnns 
launched a combined gas, "artillery 
and air bombing attack upon the 
French nnd Americans along the Vcslc. 
This was In retaliation for a bombing 
raid by American airmen on bridges 
over the Alsne. 

Huns In Vise at Roye. 
London, Aug. ST.— French and Cana- 
dian troops have made progress* 
against the Germnns over a front of 
more than three miles, between Goy- 
encourt nnd Laucourt (Maucourt?), 
west of Roye, according to the. French 
official communication. 

The Bols des Logos, flvo mP.es south 
of Roye, nlso has been penetrnted 
deeply by the French. 

The report from General nnlg, 
speaking of the same operation, snys 
the British repulsed a strong Germnn 
counter-attack nt Damery, and In co- 
operation with the French made sub- 
stantial progress In the direction of 
Fresnoy-les-Roye nnd Fransart.

FOODSTUFF WEN THE WORST 



Producers of Most of the. Necessities 
of Life and Concerns In Nearly All 
Branches of Industry Branded aB 
Profiteers. 



Washington. Aug. 17.— Exorbitant 
and amazing profits made In American 
Industry In 1010 and 1017 are shown 
In the report just completed by the 
treasury department on 81,500 corpo- 
rations* The report was prepared In 
response to Senator Borah's resolution 
adopted last May. The names. of the 
concerns are withheld. 

The treasury- department takes the 
position that it would he a violation 
of existing Inw to make public the 
names of corporations and their earn- 
ings. The senate resolution is not suf- 
ficient to suspend the law; It would 
require a joint resolution, the treasury 
department holds. 

The most extraordinary profiteering 
revealed by tbe report was in food- 
stuffs.- Producers of nearly ull the 
common necessities of life were shown 
to have made enormously Increased 
profits In 1917 over 1010, although their 
earnings In 1010 were In numerous 
cases far above the 100 per cent mark. 
Meat packers' profits were shown to 
have Increased substantially. One 
large packer made ?10,000,000 more In 
1017 than In 1010. . . 

In the Iron nnd steel Industry sensa- 
tional profits were disclosed. In coal 
and oil profits mounted to unparalleled 
figures. Public utilities of virtually 
every character also came In for n lib- 
eral share of the Increased prosperity. 
Large Profits of Dairies. 
Among the dairy concerns large In- 
creases of profits were shown. One 
company with $000,000 capital made 
$100,000 In 1917, against $25,000 the 
year before. The small dairymen 
made the largest percentages of In- 
creased profits. One little concern 
with a capital of 52.-100 made $11,050, 
as compared with $4,000 for 1010. ^ 

Fruit and vegetable growing Indus- 
try's profits Incrensed c.^sldernbly 
over those for 1010, although they 
were fairly large for that year. One 
concern's profits were 240 per cent 
more for 1017 than for 1010. Concerns 
with small capital showed the largest 
Increases. 

Wheat, corn nnd barley growing was 
not so profitable, according to the re- 
turns. One concern with $425,000 cap- 
ital lost money. 

Stock breeding showed substantially 
Incrensed profit In nearly all the con- 
cerns listed. The Industry nlso showed 
large profits for the previous year. 
One concern's profits were 255 per 
cent more In 1917 than In 1910. 

A lnrge number of Industries listed 
ns "miscellaneous ngrlcultural Indus- 
tries" showed some strikingly large 
profits, beginning in 1010 nnd Increas- 
ing rapidly In 1917. 

Food Men Gain Riches. 
Of 210 concerns listed under the cap- 
tion "Brend and other baking prod- 
ucts," profiteering of an amazing char- 
acter wns shown. For example, one 
company capitalized at $40,000 In- 
creased Its profits from $50,000 In 1010 
to $107,000 In 1917. Few of them 
showed Increases of less than 20 per 
cent on their cnpltal stock. 

In the canning Industry one com- 
pany which enrned 377 per cent in 
1010 earned 1,047 per cent In 1017. 
Another, capitalized at $03,000. made 
$247,000 in 1017, against $00,000 In 
1910. A $50,000 concern which made 
$25,000 In 1910 mnde $142,000 In 1917. 
The manufacture of syrups, molas- 
ses and glucose netted much Increased 
profit. One company with $350,000 
capital earned $303,000 In 1917 against 
$170,000 In 1910. Ice cream was an 
especially big money maker. 

Of more than 500 ilour, feed nnd 
grist mills listed only a- few failed to 
show largely Incrensed profits. One 
$2,500,000 concern made $752,000 In 
1910 and $1,200,000 In 1917. 

There was a general upward rise In 
most packing companies' profits. The 
Inrgest concern listed had a capital of 
$100,000,000. upon which It earned $40,- 
000.000 In 1917, against $30,000,000 in 
1010. 

Startling Profits In Leather. 
Leather manufacturers, Including the 
dealers In hides, nnd makers of boots 
and shoes and trunks nnd valises, 
mnde profits In 1010 and 1017 that are 
startling. One shoe manufacturing 
concern, with $1,000,000 cnpltal, made 
313 per cent In 1010, but no excess In 

1917. 

Scores of boot nnd shoe manufac- 
turing concerns, whose cnpltal was 
from $100,000 to $1,000,000, made all 
the way from 20 to more than 1,000 
per cent In 1010. 

The profits of the brewers ranged 
from 25 to 175 per cent In 1010, nnd 
their excess profits In 1917 were from 
5 to 50 per cent, most of the large

froih 9 toi>23 per cent, while their ex-

Coal Men PJIe Up Wealth. . 
The Pennsylvania nnd West Vir- 
ginia soft bonl mining compnnlcs made 
enormous ' excess profits In 1917, ac- 
cording to the report. The large com- 
panies all made profits In lillO ranging 
from 25 to 150 per cent. 

In 1017 nil of the lnrge bitu;cX?mis 
operators, the report shows, made un- 
usual profits. One mine made 1,020 
per cent on Its cnpltnl In 1910 and 4,337 
fier cent in 1017. Another made 1,872 
per cent In 1010 and 5,083 per cent In 
1917. 

Profit* of the mldcontlnent bitumi- 
nous operators were 'smaller, averag- 
ing "50 per cent 

The big oil producing companies of 
Illinois, Indiana, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
West .Virginia mnde from 28 to 390 
per cent In 1910 and enormous excess 
profits In 1917. The Texas, Oklahoma 
nnd Kansas oil ' companies showed 
'similar profits for. both years. . 

All -of the garment manufacturers 
mnde gigantic profits In 1910, those for 
the larger companies ranging from 25 
to 75 per cent that year. They showed 
excess profits lu 1917 of from 5 to G5 
per cent. 

Small dealers .In flour and grain, 
.with capital stock of from $1,000 to 
$8,000. mnde excess profits that ranged 
as high as 510 per cent. 

The report also shows that the small 
dealers In furniture nnd other house- 
hold goods made enormous -profits last 
year, with excess profits us high as 350 
per cent. 

Retail dealers In tobacco made enor- 
mous profits oil the smokers of the 
country, the hlghes) being 3,170 per 
cent, nnd the average approxlmntely 
80 per cent In 1010. These profits 
were doubled during 1017. 

Auto Builders Wax Fat • 
Most of the- uutomoblle companies 
hit high marks In earnings In 1910, but 
they went still higher in 1017. The 
largest listed;, however, did not. show 
liny extraordinary Increase in profits 
over those of 1910. Oiie company with 
$31,000,000 capital In 1010 earned $17.- 
000.000, then boosted its capital stock 
to $90,000,000 and then earned $23,- 
000,000. A $19,000,000 conoern which 
earned $4,008,000 In 1910 made $5,258,- 

000 In 1917. A $10,000,000 company 
made $4,713,000 In 1017, against $4,- 
109,000 In 1910. 

A tin plate mill with $49,000,000 cnp- 
ltal made $54,000,000 net profit In 1017, 
ngainst $10,000,000 In 1010, or an In- 
crease of 72 per cent on Its capital 

stock. 

Transportation, public utilities, and 
light and power companies, with very 
few exceptions, fared exceedingly well 
during 1010 and 1917. Their profits 
lu 1910 genernlly runged from to 80 
per «*nt on their cnpltal stock, while 
they nearly nil mnde excess profits In 
1917 of from 3 to 35 per cent. Profits 
of the large public utilities companies 

1 In 1910 and 1917 ranged from 11 to 23 

I per cent 

Steiien nnd electric railroads In 1916 
mnde from 17 to 207 per cent profits, 
while In 1017 they mude profits In 
excess of 1910 that ranged between 15 
and 20 per cent, according to tbe re- 
port. 

Marine, fire, nnd life Insurance con- 
cerns enjoyed unusually large In- 
creases In profits. One company 
earned 403 per cent more on Its cap- 
ital stock In 1017 than. In 1910. An- 
other capitalized at $700,000 Increased 
Its Income from $324,000 In 1010 to 
$3,778,000 In 10l7. 

How Dry Goods Men Fared. 
A list of 2,002 clothing and dry 
goods mcrehnhts, Including department 
stores, showed profits for 1017 In ex- 
cess of those over 1010, as high as 
191.43 per cent on the cnpltal stock. 
The concerns making- the enormous 
profits, however, were the smaller 
firms. 

Iletnll grocers and provision broken* 
made their eaormous "war profits" 
In 1010, the report shows. The gro- 
cers mnde only a small profit in 1017 
In excess of their 1010 profits. Of the 
1,033 concerns listed In the report, 
however, only a dozen show profits of 
less than 20 per cent on their cnpltnl 
stock In 1010, the year before theUnlt- 
ed States entered the wnr, and the 
profits of some concerns that year 
were ns high as 1,813 per cent. Most 
of the grocers, both large and small 
concerns, the report shows, mnde nv- 
erage profits In 1910 of from 50 to 200 
per cent.

Tho men 
stared straight ahead as If they, had 
something else on their minds. The 
women fanned themselves nnd looked 
out of the windows. He changed his 
manner of speech to an Impassioned 
appeal; no one was moved. He 
paused perspiring before* making a last 
despairing effort. But before he could 
go on n tall, gaunt fanner stood up In 
the back of the house and waved his 
hand beseechingly : 
' "Mister," he said, "If you are done, 
talking, give us a chance at them 
Thrift Stamps so we kin sign up and 
get back to the field." 

He gave them the "chance." They 
bought nineteen hundred nnd fifty 
dollurs' worth of stamps, although 
there was not a mnn among them who 
owned property to the amount of two 
thousand dollars. • 

"We own this land," the former said, 
addressing the prominent citizen grim- 
ly as he passed up the Inst pledge card, 
"we own all this country. The govern- 
ment nt Washington belongs to us; 
we made It and It Is ours. The army 
In Frnnce Is ours, too; they are our 
sons. We sent sixty-two boys there 
from this district, and I reckon we 
know It is our duty to work for them 
and take care of them while they are 
busy whipping them Germans." 

This Is the best, most serviceable 
nnd Intelligent definition of patriotism 
1 have hpard since this war began. 
Victory at Any Cost. 
This is the most expensive war ever 
known, still beyond our lumglnntlon 
to conceive of. The enormous destruc- 
tion wrought by the submarines, the 
terrific sums spent for wnr materials, 
the loans to our allies, none of these 
things account for the incredible ex- 
pense. The real explanation. Is that 
civilization demands. that It shall cost 
everything. Never before has uny na- 
tion spent so much to Insure the health 
of Its soldiers, never before have such 
provisions been made to safeguard a 
great army morally. More Is being 
spent to equip hospitals, provide am- 
bulances, nurses and doctors to care 
for the wounded than whole campaigns 
cost In former wars. Never In the his- 
tory of man has such provision been 
made to Insure widows nnd orphans 
anil soldiers from the after effects of 
wounds and poverty. Formerly when 
n mnn entered the army to light for his 
country, his country took his life, nnd 
that was the end of It If he was killed. 
Now the government pays, and pays 
enormously, for every man who lives 
[ or dies In 'this struggle. All this Is so 
because as a nation we have developed 
a sense of Justice nnd honor that re- 
gards any and every expense as sec- 
ondary to the one tremendous obliga- 
tion to Its citizens. 

Our allies were compelled to fight 
Germany to preserve their very exis- 
tence, but we chose to fight her when we 
might have, mnde a shameful treaty 
with her that would have Insured a 
shameful peace, because we arc not a 
craven grasping nutlon, but a nation 
built upon Idenls, nnd It costs more to 
preserve nn Ideal than It ever costs to 
preserve pence, because you cannot 
buy them— you must achieve them. 

Nothing .stands between the world 
nnd this catastrophe but the American 
people, their honor, their energy, their 
fidelity and their wealth. Our troops 
In France are only the sword arm of 
the nation. We, the people at home, 
ore the body and life of that army. 
If we fall ut all, they must fall en- 
tirely. 

We ore about to make another loan 
of six billion dollars for war expenses. 
It Is not a gift, but nn Investment we 
make In the lives, of American soldiers 
ontl'un insurance we take out for the 
safety of our country. I

The report also revealed that the 
new American war program calls for 
80 divisions, or something more- thnn 
3,000.000 men, In Frnuce by June 30 
next, with 18 more divisions In train- 
ing at home at flint time. All the men 
called for active service under the pro- 
posed new drnft ages, eighteen to for-i 
ty-five. General March told the commit- 
tee, would be In France by next June, 
according to the program.

Net Income From Dividends on Pre- 
f erred Stock, From Interest, Rent- 
als, Royalties and Annuities 
Called Unearned 
Income. 

Washington, Aug., II).— The recom- 
mendation of Secretary McAdoo that 
heavier taxes he Imposed upon un- 
earned Incomes thnn upon salaries or 
wages In retjirn for labor was adopted 
on Monday by the ways and menus 
committee. 

The normal tax on earned Incomes 
of over $'1,000 was fixed at 10 per cent, 
an Increase of per cent over the pres- 
ent law, and the unearned Income nor- 
mal tax was established at 13 per cenL 
Below $4,000 tho normal rule Is put at 
per cent. 

There was great opposition to what 
should- be considered an unearned In- 
come, but finally this definition was 
agreed upon: 

"Thnt portion of net Income derived 
from dividends on preferred stocks, 
from Interest, rentals, royalties and 
annuities." 

The committee changed the section 
previously adopted providing for the 
payment of Income taxes by Individu- 
als and corporations in Installments. 

While the committee has not en- 
tirely completed the section dealing 
with Incomes, Mr. Kltchln said that 
the exemptions will remain unchanged, 
nt .$1,000 and $2,000 for single and mar- 
ried persons respectively, with $200 ad- 
ditional for each child under eighteen 
years. The -normal rate on the first 
$4,000 of" taxable Income Is 5 por'cent, 
and after that the rate goes up to 10 
per cent for earned Incomes and 13 
per cent for unearned Incomes, with 
these schedules of surtaxes:
